THE LESSON OF THE FLOODS 


An eastern magazine says: The 
floods in the Ohio, which did such 
damage to, the whole valley and 
destroyed so much property at Cin- 
cinnati and Louisville, emphasize 
the fact more than once adverted to 
in these columns, that the nation 
should not only put a stop to the 
waste of forests, but should take 
immediate measures to replant 
with trees the ground bordering on 
the headwaters of all our great 
streams, The Spring floods and 
the Summer droughts are, it is now 
well known, almost eutirely due to 
the destruction of the forests on the 
borders of streams, and in the hill 
countries in which our famous 
rivers take theirrise. Every year 
we now have disastrous floods 
eitber on the sea coast or the Ohio 
and Mississippi valleys. The indi- 
vidual States affected cannot at- 
tend to this matter. It must be 
done by the nation, or not at all. 
Not only property but life is often’ 
destroyed by these floods. Had 
the Ohio risen a few feet higher, 
both Cincinnati and Louisville 
would have been practically de- 
stroyed. The ancient Egyptians 
had gigantic works to prevent disas- 
trous inundations from the rising 
of the Nile. Artificial lakes and 
reservoirs were constructed so that 
the water could be drawn off, and 
the land saved from destruction by 
the rising floods. It would be 
economy to spend $100,000,000 in 
improving our internal waterways, 
but Congressmen are timid about 
appropriating: money, in view of 
the odium heaped upon them by 
the press in connection with the 
last river and harbor bill. We 
have not only the largest sea-coast 
in the: world, but our internal 
waterways are the most extensive 
on the globe. In spite of the 
clamors of the press, the nation 
will be forced to build the neces- 
sary levees and provide the dams 
and reservoirs which will prevent 
excessive flooding until such time 
asthe newly planted forests shall 
be grown, which will put a stop 


to both floods and drought. 


USEFUL INVENTIONS. 


There are numbers of people now 
living, says the Call, who will re- 
member that fire to light a pipe or 
cigar was obtained by dipping a 
small sliver of wood into a vial 
filled with prepared phosphorous, 
whith was carried in the pocket; or 
from a flint struck with a steel that 
caused it to emit a spark, which 
fell upen punk er tinder and ignited 
it; then came the invention of the 
lucifer match, which dispensed 
with the flint and phosphorus vial 
and is now popular throughout the 
entire civilized world. Next in 
importance among what might be 
called the trivialities; and which 
are yet proved of inestimable value, 
isthe pin. How could people get 
along—particularly ladies—witheut 
the pin? It is as necessary to the 
toilet as the comb and brush, and 
far more so than the cosmetics 
which usually find a place there. 
Well, we do not find the name of 
the inventor who invented the im- 
proved match, but the man who 
gave the world the solid-headed 
pin was Jarvis Brush, who died at 
New Haven, Conn., some 10 days 
ago. The pin, before his discovery, 
had a wire head. It was he, also, 
who devised the plan of sticking 
pins into paper and selling them in 
rolls. Mr. Brush departed this life 
at the age of 86 years. He had 
lived during the life of every Presi- 
dent since the existence of the Gov- 
ernment.

DECAYING [TEETH. 


Dr. Franzius finds that the teoth 
most often affected by decay is the 


one-half of the total number. The 
teeth begin to decay in a certain 
successive order, the lower third 
molar being first attacked, then the 
upper, then the lower fourth molar, 
and so on, the incisors and the 
canine teeth of the lower jaw being 
the last reached. The upper teeth 
are more durable than the lower in 
the proportion of three to two. The 
right teeth show a greater vitality 
than the left. The durability of 
teeth is less in light persons than 
in dark, and less in tall than in 
short persons. These results were 
obtained by an examination of 620 
Russian soldiers, of whom 258 had 
bad teeth.
